Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a method for determining refractive index and/or compensation of the influence 
of refractive index measurements including: two measuring beas having harmonically related 
frequencies one of which being a measuring beam of varying frequency and in that from the 
phase difference formed a control signal is formed in order to vary the frequency of the variable 
frequency measuring beam and is used to control the frequency such that the phase difference 
vanishes, in combination with the rest of thel imitations of claim 1 .
